Medical Schools

The minimum time required to complete medical studies in Czechoslovakia is five years, 
but the course is so difficult that five and a half years are usually spent by the 
gstudent in completing his work. Although there is a shortage of physicians in 
Slovakia, no effort is being made to hasten the study period or to speed up the time 
required for a medical degree. 


20 The course work is divided into three sections; after completing each section the 
student must pass an examination before continuing his studies, The subject matter 
for the first examination (Rigorose) includes biology, physics, chemistry, histology . 
and embryology, anatomy, and physiology. The second examination covers the following 
sub jeoctes pathological anatomy, pathological (or, experimental ) physiology, 
pharmacology, bacteriology, internal medicine, pediatrics, and psychictry and 
neurology. The third Rigerose is comprised of Surgery,» gynecology, ophthalmolagy, 
skin and vencreal diseases, hygiene, legal medicine, sports medicine, social 
medicine, and Marx-Leninism, After passing the third examination the student is 
considered to have achieved his "absolutorium", and is then graduated by a council 
of deacon, promotor, and rector, and receives the degree MUDr (Medicinae Universae 
Doctor). A veterinarian holds the degree of MVDr (Medicinae Veterinarine Doctor). 
Members of powerful student Communist organizations are members of the Professors? 
Council, and thus can control graduation of students.

Medical students are required te attend all lectures and practical 
demionstrations, The individual ie not allewed freedem of attendance 
a8 was the case prier te World War II.

vacation, but no medical werk i permitted prier to graduation. The 


undergraduates cannet perforn any of the medical duties of physieians, 
but oan only listen to lectures or demonstrations, This concentration 
on lectures has cost the student the oppertunity to gain practical 
experience, It. has alec resulted in a less ef assistants for the 
physicians at medical posta whe could, prior te the present regulation, 
count en the help of the undergraduates,
